Editor Journal—You have asked me 


concerning my recollection of Doctor 
Hogan, "did I know him and what did 
[ know?" 


Tee, I knew him Intimately for more 


than a lifetime, from the time he first 
•.ame to our county and located In the 
.•Illage of Ophlr in the summer of 1864 
where I then lived. 


Indeed it may be said I knew him 


better than others, for while I knew 
lirn as many others did, in addition 
I knew him in the halls of legislation 
on three separate occasions, in a po- 
Jtion which not only tries men's souls 
but their consciences as well. 


From the first his physical appear- 


ance attracted attention 
from every 


.nan, woman and child. As time wore 
jn this attention changed to admlra- 
.lon, respect and love. He was then 
n the heyday of his young manhood. 
For more than 38 years I enjoyed his 
friendship and' many of his confidences. 
i~or more than 30 years he was my 
'amlly physician and ministered to our 
ills and ails with such sympathy that 
andeared him to my wife and children 
and today each one grieves for what 
appears the untimely taking- off of a 
.-ery dear friend. 


Doctor Hogan was always unassum- 


ing and, though possessing many vir- 
tues, he assumed none. If he had any 
dominant ambition it was to do good, 
50 that today all of the thousands of 
his acquaintances in life will testify 
that his living has bettered mankind. 
Hypocrisy, pretense and duplicity were 
foreign to his nature. 


Although the members of his profes- 


sion often admitted that Doctor Hogan 
stood at its head in this State the fact, 
if he knew it, never increased his stat- 
ure. 


Although strictly an American, his 


generous spirit ever sympathized with 
the oppressed of all nations and peo- 
ples. 


While he never paraded 
his own 


ability or successes he was ever pleased 
with the achievements of his friends. 


His neighbors have ever been ready 


to testify to his goodness, the business 
man to assert his integrity, the lawyer 
to vouch for his honesty. He was not 
a robber of his neighbor's goods, he 
tvaa not a swindler in his 
dealings 


with his fellowman, he was not an ex- 
tortioner in 
his 
profession, sucking 


blood from his' clients and 
stabbing 


with the spear of cupidity the unfor- 
tunates to whom he ministered. 
He 


was honest from a sense of duty, never 
from policy. 


Monuments are erected and engraved 


with the achievements of dead heroes 
and statesmen. It pleases me to sug- 
gest that the stone to mark the grave 
of my old friend shall bear the legend 
"In memory of an honest man, one of 
God's Cjmmoners." 


Yesterday-all that is mortal of Doc- 


tor Hogan was laid at rest on the hill- 
side, there to slumber while the world 
grows old. Good bye, old friend, good 
bye.

SINGLE TAX Ojl TRIAL. 


T 


HERE is one community in the country whete 
the theory of the single tax on land values, 


with which Henry George was prominently identi- 
fied, is being given a fair and thorough trial. It is 
Fairhope, on the eastern shore of Mobile bay, and 
about fifteen miles from Mobile. The town is run 
as a joint stock company. There are about 200 in 
habitants and every one of them is contented. 


When it was organized and the land bought the 


joint stock company plan was adopted as the only 
method to secure the operation of the single tax 
theory. The company is capitalized at $5,000 and 
owns t,2oo acres of land. The company owns these 
1,200 acres anc! leases its land to any applicant of 
satisfactory personality. 
The rental charged is 


based solely on the value of the ground leased, 
from the standpoint of site and productiveness. The 
leases given are for 99 years, so that the renters 
have a good hold on the land, and no hesitancy 
about improving the property. 


The Fairhope company pays all taxes out of the 


rents, explains a member of the town council, ex- 
cept the taxes on moneys and credits. 
This plan 


makes the land values bear all the burdens of taxa- 
'tion and realizes the ideal of Henry George.

matter how many improvements a renter puts on 
the land he leases, his rent it> not raised. 
"Suppose 


you buy a seat in the theater," he says, "you pay a 
stipulated price for it and the management does not 
charge you any more whether you wear clothing or 
jewelry valued at a million dollars or attend in the 
plainest attire. After you purchase the seat it 
makes no difference whether you attend or not, in 
fact. 
Just so with land—the land is worth no more 


with a house on it than before the house was built 
unless there are other causes for an advance in its 
value." 


Fairhope owns all of its franchises. 
It o\vns the 


town wharf, which is the source of considerable 
revenue. 
It built this wharf without.a dollar. 
In- 


stead of paying for the material and labor in money, 
it issued certificates entitling the holders to the use 
of the wharf after its completion in proportion to 
their contributions. Everyone of these certificates 
has been redeemed already, and the company has 
drilled a oublic well and bought a steamboat, which 
plies between Fairhope and Mobile, on the same 
plan. As soon as the well is paid for the water will 
be free. 


The company is forbidden to contract interest 


bearing debts and the individuals cannot mortgage 
the lands they lease. For th'at reason and from the 
i 


fact that the product of the truck farms, to which 
most of them devote their lands, finds a ready mar- 
ket, there is practically no debt in the community. 
It is believed that the company will soon have to 
extend its scope and buy more land because of the 
popularity that results *'rom its success. 


That the plan would bring good results if adopt- 


ed on a large scale is yet to be demonstrated. There 
appears to he no good reason why the single tax' 
should not result favorably in small communities, 
male up of persons who believe in that theory, 
when it shall be, if it ever is, applied to a whole 
State for instance, with its complex and diversified 
interests, we shall then have a real tes; of the 
theory.

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THE ISTHMIAN CANAL MATTER.

ITHER the Nicaraguan canal project will go 


ahead without complications, or it is doomed 


to defeat by the Panama interests. The Columbian 
government has notified the French company that 
it cannot transfer its concessions 'without the .con- 
sent of Columbia; so the company will not tiy to 
sell. If this ends the matter there is nothing to 
stand in the way of the Nicaragua scheme. If ne- 
gotiations are in progress between the United 
States and Columbia it probably means that if they 
are satisfactory concluded, the Panama route will 
be chosen. But, that is of course, conjecture, 


Perhaps not the least interesting feature of the 


contest is the fact that it is being led respectively 
by Senator John A. Morgan, of Alabama, a great 
lawyer and a Democrat, and that conspicuous Re- 
pjblban, Senator Marcus A. Hanna, who is not a 
lawyer, but who ranks very high as a businessman. 
Morgan champions Nicaragua and Hanna champ- 
ions Panama. Of course others take a hand in the 
fight but it is universally conceded that Morgan 
and Hanna are the leaders in the fight. It is 
shrewd hard-headed business capacity and perhaps 
political tactics, against learning, forensic ability 
and professional legal training. 
The contest at- 


tracts great interest, Morgan probably knows more 
about the matter than any other living man, but 
Hanna is a fighter and tactician certainly without 
an equal on those Hues, in the body of which he is 
a member.
